- Partner in the Government, eſpecially vver 1c Provinces 
and- Subjects that are left. common and undivided, Belides 
this, his Majeſty-is co be conſidered in the Duke of Gottorps 
countries belonging to the Empire, as ſharer in the Feof, and 
eventual 'Succeflor z Over the other-Lands of the Duke of 
Gottorp, in the Dukedom of Sl:ſwig, His Majeſty. is Dominus 
direfius, and Lord of the Feof, Therefore, when intheſaid 
Countries of 'the Duke of Gottop, as well in Holſtein as'Sleſ- 
wig, any thing hapneth tending to the ruin of the ſame, and 
to the deſtruction of the Subjects, ſuch damagefallech alſo 
upon his Majeſty and Succeſfors, as reſpective Partners in the 
Government over them-as- Joyat-Vaſlals, and as Landlords 
in Reverlien over their Poſterity. ; + Wherefore in truth; the 
long ſufferingof thoſe moſt gratious Kings is co be admired, 
thac-could endure ſuch diſorders, -and theirown loſſes partly 
preſent, pattly everitual for ſo long a time, and did not en- 
deavor to prevent the ſame ſooner, I could enlarge upon 
this;/point, but mult 'break off for ſhortueſs ſake, ſeeing there 
are.many. things more-of: importance which I would fain 
mention. - Amongſt others,:there cometh into my mind the 
exceeding great hatred and eamity, which the Em hath

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| always harboured-againſt the Kings of Denmark and Ner- 
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ay, and their- State, and which really he hath ſhewed and 
manifeſted. Unto many it will ſeem incredible, that a-man 
which is His Majeſties born Subje, and by reaſon of his 
Lands and Pofleſfions, is bound to the ſame by Oath of Al- 
legiance, and who was, by reaſon of the common Govern- 
ment, and eventual ſucceſhon, obliged to bear him all due 
reſpeRt, ſhould have forgotten himſelf fo far; but the en- 
ſuing Narrative will make all things clear and evident, For, 
his Plots chiefly began to be diſcovered after His Majeſty'of 
Sweden had allyed Himſelf by Marriage with the Princely 
Houſe of Helſtein-Gottor:p, as is evident by this, that when 
His Majeſty of Denmark in a few years after, Anzo 1657. 
was forced by unavoidable neceſſity to rake up Arms againſt 
Sweden, whereby the Wars penetrated into the midſt of * 
the Crown and Territories of Dexmark, and by reaſon of 
many unhappy events, which God and Nature did permit, 
all things wear ſuccesfully for Szedez, then the Preſidents 
long harboured hatred againſt Denmark, did-burſt out at 
once in afull flame, For he procured, that from-his Lord 
the Dake of Gottorp, all poſſible advice and real affiſtance 
was given to the King of Sweden, Yea, when mony was 
wanting, then the deceaſed Lord Biſhop of Lubecks young 
Son's ready Treaſure, and moſt precious Jewels were ſeized, 
and employed in favour of the King of Sweden, to ſtrengthen 
his Arms againſt Denmark, which things are not-reſtored to 
the faid-Duxe to this preſent hour. Bur chis was no all, 
for the Preſident, as his Arts Maſter, knew how. to put in 
practiſe the noted Maxim, - That a Knavery ought never to 

done by halves, but always wholly. Wherefore, by the 
making of that raſh and-prejudicial peace at Rutsk:14, Anno 
1658. he had by che help of the S'wedes a Point inſerted in 
the Arcicles, that his Majeſty of Dexmark was to give fatis- 
faction to the Princely houſe of Gattorp,concerning all griev- 
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ver the = towards otra ons: he Arrived at Copen- 
en, he propounded demands and pretences, as griev- 
his Majeſty more, than all the other oppreffons, which 
he had ſuffered from Sweden; for,theſe,when all came to all, 
were done w: bel: 7 armorum, and in a manner aliquo ſpeciofo 
tituh, as by 2 Peer, but thoſe did proceed from an un- 
 Faichful SubjeR, and a fvorn Tenant, who Fiſhed in trou- 
bled waters, and inſtigated his Lord cromake hunſelf Soverain 
againſt the fivorn homage, and foro ſubvert all ancient he- 
reditaty agreements and Ultions, The Demands, which 
the Preſident made, were hard and ſcandalous, bacrhe man- 
ner which he uſed, in negotiating, was much more anſolenc, 
for affoon as, on his Majeſties behalf, che leaſt difficulry 
was made, or equity was-offered, and the ancient Unions 
and rheirexrent were alledged, or but ſome days were taken 
ro conſider, and abour ſo imporcant affairs, to hear che ad- 
vice of the Senators, the Preſident would oppoſe thimfelf 
with great fierceneſs, ſaying, 1 wil have a:Categorncal Re | 
folutjon in 24. howrs, or elſe I ſend the K ing of '$Swedens Ore 
der, "which 1 have in my porket, without delay to the Army, | 
thar they ſhall break , and —o_ as Enemies, 
Aﬀter long intreating , he would ſometimes . give 
twice 24. hours to conſider, yet cum prejudict & commi- 
-atione of anew Ruprure, Who would believe, that fo 
great a patience could be found in Kings, to endure ſach a 
irefu! and'unheard-of infolency of their born SubjeR and 
ſworn Fenant, But-the times would not permit itto be 0- 


ther- 
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therwiſe ; andit waSrequiſive for preſerving of Peace; to give 
way unto their- Pride, 'and to free the buke of Holftein 
Gottory from the Vaſlalage, and to grant him'Soveraigny, 
and upon an old antiquated and ill-grounded ſe, to de 
liver unto him the Province Swabſtade, half Seguin of the 
Chapter, and” the Cathedral! Church at Sl:ſwig. Bur yer 


the greateſt loſs was, that the Preſident fl by occaſion of 


e unjuſt Treaties, detained the Swediſb Army for three 
Months from their withdrawing, and'lefe the-ſame upon 
the Crown of Denmark's, and the Country of Holfteix's neck, 
to their grear oppreſſion and ruin; only to the end, that 
they ſhould not'marchoff, till he had obrained his aim, and 
the Princely houſe of Gotrorp was farisfied in rheir prerend- 
ed Grievances. Now, notwithſtanding the Peace was after 
chis manner bought at a dear rate, yet did the ſame' nor'laſt 
long, ſeeing that Sweden foon after began a New War a- 
exinſt Denmark, which came ſo nnexpectedly upon his Ma» 
jeſty, that he faw the Enemy even before the Town of his 
Royal Reſidence almoſt ſooner than the news of his coming 
was heard, -During theſe new troubles the Preſident endea- 
voured fully to accompliſh, what he had nor meansenough 
before to &o. - He ſeduced his Lord fo far, that he did as 
good as openly declare for Sweden, and againſt Denmark, 
whereby the King of "Denmark's Fofces were diſtracted, 
and his Majeſty was forced ro maintain apeculiar body a- 
gzinſt rheſe deligns, ro the utmoſt ruin of the Country: 
Yea, the Preſident, hoping char rhe period of the Kingly 
Honfe was now at hand, and that Cop:-hagen would in a 
few days be in the hands of the Swedes, did endeavorby all 
means, that his Lords Eldeſt Son came in perſon into the 
Swediſh Camp before Coprahazer, that he might help to be- 
ſiege and torment the Crown and Head of his Family, and 
his lawful Feof-Lord; yea, to devife againſt him and the 
whole Kingly Houſe, bloody A” how they might _ 
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only be deprived of .Crown and Scepter, but alſo carryed 
' away into captivity, or perhaps quite ſlain, -O horrible 
things ! the Author of which deſerved not to be pardoned 
to all Eternity. . Yet his Majeſty, out of a love to a final 
peace, and upon the paiſionate moving of the Lords Medi- 
ators, Was A at 0 forget this horrible ſpice, and co pur 
it up with the new Peace, . 

In the mean while, the ruling Lord Duke of Sleſwig- Hol- 
ſtetn-Gottorp deceaſed, and every one was in good hopes, that 
the new Government would bring in ſome change, fo that, 
the Preſidents dangerous Counſels, which had taken place - 
bicherto, might be moderated, and grounded upon other. 
principles, Divers faichful and diſcreet Miniſters did then 
adviſe, thar after, by the help of the Swedes, all things were 
obtain'd according to deſire, it would do well to recom- 
mence a good intelligence with Dexmark, in regard that the 
true intereſt of the Princely Houſe Got:orp and their Coun- 
tries did require, not to be {eparated from. Denmark by ever- 
laſting Eonmity. The Ancient: Agreements and Unions 
would not ſuffer it, and the ſituations of the Countries did 
alſo require, that all ought to be well with Dezmark, or 
elle it was to be feared, that a time might come, when 
Denmark would be mindful of the former diſcontents, and 
ſeek to be revenged of all chediſgrace and damage, which 
once they received. Therefore they thought ir fit, that from 
thenceforth Deamart's Friend(hip ſhould be ſought again, 
whereunto his Majeſty would ealily incline, only to draw 
Gottorp off from Sweden, and to avoid inward variances at 
home. That Sweden was not too much to be relied up- 
on, for that though Swedez ar preſent had holpen well, yer 
one could nor always be ſure of the ſame, The near conſan- 
guinity would in time grow remoter. Swedey allo was far 
off, and before help could come from thence, Gotrorp would 
be conſumed by Denmark at a Breakfaſt, Neither was it 
to 


tobe expected, that Snedex would always:draw'the Sword: 
- for Gt:orp s ſake, and fall out with Deamarh, Bur in caſe z 
good intelligence was made with Denmark, then both' the 
Northern Crowns would ſeek Gottorps friend(hip;' namely; 
Denmark, to prevent a further League with Sweden, and: 
Sweden to undo the new made friend(hip with Dexmart; be- 
ſides other prudent conſiderations, which might have ad» 
 vanced the Princely houſe Gottorp, to a greater ſplendor, if 
they had been praiſed, But the good Preſident did nor 
like this, he was afraid of a wet Year, thinking that in caſe 
the two Princes ſhould come to be friends again, t} enthe. - 
Third man was like to ſuffer, and that he that was the di- 
ſturber of Peace, might come to haye his reward given 
him, And therefore all moderate Counſels were ſet aſide; 
the extremities continued, jealoufies againſt Dexmark were 
maintained, and a new alliance made with'Sweden, wherein 
it was expreſſedly agreed, that'they both ſhould affiſt'one 
another according to their power, and Attack Denmark 
again co juni viritus, aſſoon as it ſhould. but offer to ſtir. 
The great confidence of the Swedſb friend(hip, encourag- 
ed them more ſtill, wherefore a new pretence was ſought a- 
eainſt Denmark, ſince his Highneſs of Gottorp would haveno 
more any regard for the ſafety of the K:ngdom(as it was uſual 
according to the ancient unions and continual practile, time 
out of mind) but in this would quite and clean ſeparate him- 
ſelf from his Majeſty, and keep his own Army , and upon 
this account take half the contributions of the Dukedomes 
Sleſwig-Holftein to his own free diſpoſition - ſo. that there 
was no endof conteſting, till his Majeſty gave his conſent to 
it. Ic cannot be believed, eſpecially by Strangers , to whom 
the Lands ſituation and condition is nor-fully known, what 
oreat prejudicethis ſtroke hath done unto his- Majeſty and 
the Stares,, Togive a ſhort declaration of this, his Majeſty 
was put hereby to a very great loſs, amounting yearly to ma- 
ny 
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” iy thobfatids, ſeeinghe was tokeep omany Head-Garifons - 
apts: and'to maintain' many T in readineſs for 
cheſecuriry of the Land, and ſo was 'to defend the common 
Land, when in the mean while he enjoyed but half the con. 
tvibucions hereco appointed by the States, which did nor ſuf- 
fice by far, but maſt be made up yearly by a moſt intolerable 
ſupply our of the Kings Chamber-Revennes, In the whole 
Einpire is hardly a State, that hath done fo ; and withal 
chey continued the ſame for r5. years rogether, On th' other 
fide there accrew'd an tinvaluable advantage to his Highneſs 
of Gottorp., For he had ſcarce one or other place ro maintain, 
and kept but a few men in Arms, and yer enjoyed half the 
contributions our of both Dukedomes, whence a great over- 
plus was yearly left him to his free diſpoſal, by which, -as a 
conſiderable {ubſidy, his Rent-Chamber was beyond mea- 
ſure well ſupplyed. This may be rightly faid : to take the 
profit to himſelf, and leave the Burthen upon another, The 
States ofthe Land loſt alſo much by ir, and were deprived of 
a great part of their wonted 'priviiedges.. For they uſed for- 
merly to keep a juſt account of the expenſes of the Contri- 
bucion-mony which was granted ed ror in, and they had 
their own Depuries fitting by the CafſZ :' but now they muſt 
ſee, that man lopplys which they gave, were nor employed 
rowards the La $ defence; as they were ' intended, bur ro 
far other things, and chiefly ro the maintaining of a Magni- 
ficent Soveraign Court. Some good old v2 (deb re- 
memberche former Golden times, and who were grieved ac 
thoſe vain expenſes, would fain have lamented over it, bur 
the preſident knew how to diſpoſe moſt part of the Nobility, 
fothar they all muſt be filent, and lec things go as they wear, 
Hereto he uſed many Artifices. Amongſtthe chiefeſt Fami- 
lies heprocured for himſelf by his Childrens Marriage a greac 
party. Others he obliged by preferments, although he did 
not doit freely, but would be paid dearly enoughfor it. To

was forry that the States ſhould be-charged ſo much, 'bur 
ſeeing it was fit, that he-ſhonld receive "no leſs contribyi-. 
cio che his Majeſty, he was forced againſt his will coexaRt. 
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" Þ munch, only to preſerve His right. By this practiſe the = 
+ Preſident could enrich the Holfte:n Gottorps Rent-Chamber 
with notable Revenues,and yet gained for his Lord amongſt 
the States a ſpecial affeRion, and advantageous Report of 
clemency ;. but his Majeſty. he charged with the flander of 
heavy Extortions, and harſh Government, Yea, it hap- 
ned fometimes, when at the Lands-dyet a conclufion was 
made, and the Contents of the ſame were publiſhed by a 
common Patent under the Kings and Duke of Gottorps Seal, 
that Holſtein Gottorp received afterwards from ir, without his 
Miajelties knowledge and conſent, and by his. own particu» 
lar Proclamation gave other orders. After this manner have 
ſometimes formal Agreements and Contracts been repealed 
and dilannulled by Hoelftezn Gottorp alone, whereof that 
which paſſed concerning the Taxes in the Country, may be 
a.good proof. 

How difficult now, by- this conſticution , the common 
Government was made to his Majeſty, and how dangerouſly 
the minds of the Subjects were alienated from him, is eaſte 
to conclude, eſpecially when this was continued until the laſt 
Land-dyet, which was held a year ago, in which the bot- 
rom of the Veſſel was taken out, and things become of a- 
nother countenance; whereof more ſhall follow hereafter. 

Certainly, when the Honourable States will pleaſe to re- 
fle& 4 poſteriori, upon the effets of the Preſidents cunning 
Tricks, and perceive from henceforth his Majeſties Fatherly 
affe&ion. to | 9 Country, they cannot chuſe but be jealous 
_ of themſelves; that they have ſuffered their eyes to be 
blinded hitherto, and have kiſſed him that did ſting them, 
praiſed him that did annoy them 3 yea, extolled him to Hea- 
. ven, that under; the Mask of Friendſhip and-goodneſs did 
trample.them-under his Feet. / Now, . Sir, what you have 
underſtood of the. rehearſed proceedings, ſhewerh indeed 
abundantly the Preſidents ill affected mind againſt his Ma» 
PE” jelty ;

bur yet I canfiot fotbear to report one or other of his: Aci- 
ons, by which he hath extreamly morcified the Royal houſe, *' 
Amoneſt others, chere' cometh into-my mind the affair of 
the. Oldenburg and ' Delmeaborſtiſb! ſucceſſion, wherein 'he 
hatch done ſo much hurt to. the Kings Intereſt, as-cannor be 
deſcribed. For, in the firſt place, he did mannage the af- 
fair ſo, that his Majeſty, Anno 1647.' and 1649. was be- 
ouiled to enter with Holſtein Gortorp into an agreement full 
of prejudice, and ſo was defrauded of his Prerogative of 
Elderſhip, which was fſolenniter introduced: by.an 1a-pers 
Diploma, Anne 1570. whereby the Royal Line was depri- 
"_ of the Moyertie of their Right to the ſaid Counties, and 
the ſame accrewed to the Dukes Houle. 

Secondly, when a Proceſs was begun wich the: Princely 
Line of Holitem Sonderburg or Phesn', which by amicable 
means might have eaſily been compounded, the Preſident 
did always hinder the fame with all his:power and force; 
to which end he hath broughc to light, and before the 
Judges many judicial and /extrajudicial Writings, tha with 
extream vehemency. do rail at-His Imperial Majefty;-and 
his competent Juriſdiction-I his cauſe, as alſo ar his Mini- 
ſters, and this with che ſuperſcription of his Majeſties Name, 
as if he were pleaſed with, or did approve of ſuch harth 
and bicter Libelsz whereas.they:often were not ſo: much as 
communicaced- firſt to:his Majeſty, nor to His Mimſters; 
much. leſs was their advice zequired.' And-all this ro the 
end, that his Majeſty-might-for his harſh proceeding againſt 
his near Conzen, become' odiqus, to the World, and be fet 
at- variance \with-his/ Imperial Majeſty, and.conſequently . 
being always the: weaket:for want of; Friends,” and a-niuls 
titude.of adverſaries might remain-at laſtexpoſed tothear- - 
rogancy. of his Neighbouri;, ſeeing that no'body: can deny, 
that the Crown of. Denmark is at a great-lols, when rhe 
good confidence, which.it-hath mo his Imperial Nt 
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4nd the States of the'Empire, -is troubled, fince both Par. 
ries ate neatly kit cogerher by a common Intereſt, Nothing 
indeed. could haye pleaſed the Preſident more, than if by oc- 
calion of this Proceſs,' he could have involved: his Majeſty 
into anopen War; ro-which'end, at divers times, he ſaid 
ro the Kings Miniſters, when they conferred with him, or 
his confidents, abour chings belonging co the Cauſe z Nos 
Conſilits, nos Armis, he would fill the many os Royal. 
liſts ſhould ſhoor chem, or uſe the Sword, when his Pen 
could neither reach nor ſerve any longer; To the ſame intenc, 
faid-one of: che Preſidents Creatures once 4 pleno- conſilio to 
the Royal Miniſters: That they mult not yield in the cauſe, 
and that the Sword was good againſt the Emperors Aucho- 
rity; if the; point of:thac were ſhewed him, he would ſoon 
bequiet, and notundertake'to give any ſentence. By this 
one- may \guels , if God had beſtowed Crowns upon: ſuch 
Spirits, how they would have ſer the world on fire and 
flame for their Pride and Revenges ſake, As now the Pre. 
ſident harh endeavoured after this manner to diminiſh the 
Kings high Repucation, ſo hath he alſo oftentimes drawn his 
Majeſty into very greac and-fruicle(s expenſes, when by his. 
ſubborn Counſels he hath made che former friendly Treaties - 
miſcarry. Ler us but conſider what hath been ſpent ac 
the Imperial Commiſſions at Hamburg and Lubes z what 
is Majeſty-hath been forced 'ro beſtow upon conſultations, 
and he chang in the purſuic-of this Controyerſie, al. 
though the accommodation was' never retarded on his be. 
half, bur always facilitated, and only- hindred by the Gor. 
tor prſh reſiſtence, And. yet was his Majeſty of fo uprighe 
and wellaffeQed a mind towards'the Princely houſe Gattrorp, 
char wichour the ſame he would enter into no agreement; 
and therefore, when Azno 1671 .:in January, he mighthave

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A Lehough his Highneſs afterwards did oftentimes prof-:

opon him, Nevertheleſs the Preſident, to colour his practi- 
ſes. before the world, did ſpred abroad ſome falſe Relacions, 
bu the refuration of them, which is publiſhed, doth ſhew, 
thatin many. particulars he omicced che Truth, and pur in 
many fained things, derraRting from his Majeſties high Re- 
putation, inſomuch that even he had cauſe enough ro have 
iven him, as a malicious {landerer, his due reward. .

is Majeſty did, according to his wonted goodneſs, leave the 
matter to its own event in time ; which now atlaſt hath ma- 
nifeſted, into what great calamity the Preſident hath miſled 
his-Lord, who ors might - have gor off -with- Honour; 
and could have received ſome Tuns of Gold for-his Retreat ; 
who now, after many great charges, and no ſmall loſs of Re- 
putation, is bereaved of all, and muſt ar: laſt -refund: ſome 
Tuns of Gold pro fru#:bu: perceptts & expenſis, ' Here I would 
ſain here the opinion of diſcreet men, whether if his Ma- 
jeſty had nothing elſe againſt the Preſident, he-mighr not 
hold him ate only tor this cauſe; thar he, by his fool- 
iſh and almoſt treacherous conduct of Aﬀairs,: hath- brought 
his Majeſties innocent Nephews, Born of his moſt beloved 
Siſter, namely, the young Princes of Gottorp; into ſuch en» 
tanglements and unrecoverable damages, as they. and their 
Poſterity will not be able eaſily to forget or repair. Now 
Sir, all this that I have hicherco ſaid, cannot bur induce you

more appear; than by poodeing. the manner of his conti- 
nued behaviour towards the Kings of Dexmark ſince the 
laſt Notthern Peace.. For, afſoon as any ching happened, 
which was not preſently liked by the Princely Houſe of 
Zattorp (as it often comes to pals, between Neighbours, and 
ſuch as live in. perpetual intercourſe with-eachother) chen the 
Preſident did nor, as wiſe Miniſters are wonrt--to'do., en» 
deavour to menage the ſame with gentle remonſtrances, but 
all things were demanded. in ſuch harſh terms, thar che Ler- 
ter which he ſent to. his Majeſty, were oftentimes ſo rude 
and Infolenc, that. the like. have ſeldom been written ro 
common people: for which reaſon many of them were left 
unanſwered , and his Majeſty to preſerve his own honour, 
was even.forced to forbear ſending to him any more.. The 
main thing which heightened. him'to this audacious kind- of 
carriage, proceeded from his gr-at confidence in.Sweden, 
inſomuch that he did. not care to keep ir as a ſecret, but 
boaſted of the ſame oftentimes aloud, and before all men. 
Yea, when two years ago all Europe lay burning in a fierce 
flame.of War, and only the two! Northery Crowns were free 
ſrom it, yet by reaſon of the $ wedzſb preparations, and niani-, 
fold plotrings,. a dangerous jealoulie aro* ala each 0+ 
ther ; And when Sw-4ez had rendred ir (elf ſulpeRted to all 
Europe, alſo of a ſudden rapture, even then, the Preſideng 
maintained the Amity with Seder, as.if it had been his 
Lords higheſt glory, and greateſt Intereſt ; ſo that his High: 
neſs of Gottorp was perſwaded with his Lady the Dutchels, in 
Perſon to take a oony and exceeding great Expence into 
Sweden, to ſhew his Inclinarions openly,to the; world, and to. 
enter himſelf into a further-and more ſtrict Alliance with that 
Kingdom. Now, whether this muſt. not of neceſſiry make 
his Majeſty of Denmark have an ill apprehenſion, is left to 
the conſideration- of the Prudent , elpecialy ſeeing the. 
Preſident had-ordered his Sons. to go along as Iajernucio'ss

and the Voyage as well thicher as back again, was with 
great- trouble performed by Sea, that there might be no 
need of paſſing by Land through Denmark, for fear leſt he 
ſhould: be abliged to give his Porery a civility, or be ſuſ- 

Red by Sweden for a vilit given at Copenhagen, Whar the 
bates were at that time in Swedez, and the Agreements 
ainong them, - the Preſidents own Conſcience can beſt tell 
hin. For, at leaſt he cannot _ that a new dangerous 
Alliance was: concluded berween the Swedes and his Lord , 
by vertue of which, Gottory was to keep on foor ſome 
thouſands of men for the uſe of Sweden ; hereby the Preſi- 
dent did prepare a commodious Seat of War for the Swedes 
in the inidſt of his Majeſty of Deamar ks Territories. Belides 
this, it was endeavoured, after a dangerous manner, to draw 
the Swedes into the Oldenburg and Delmenhorſts bulineſs, of 
to play the ſaid Counties wholly into their hands, where- 
by the whole Family, though lawful Succeſſors, muſt of 
conſequence have fallen into a very great hazard of the

Laſtly, that nothing might be omitted which might pro- 
cure any repation and damage to his Majeſty of Denmark, 
the Preſident did alſo make uſe of this good opportunity, 
to obtain for the City of Hamburg an Alliance with Swede, 
very formidable and extreamly offenſive to Denmark, In 
the mean while, he ſupported them as much as lay in his 
power, and intreated his Lord not only to promote the ſaid 
Alliance againſt his own Intereſt, bur alſo to ſuffer himſelf 
to be included therein, ro the great prejudice of the Houſe 
of Holſtein. Yea, even in Denmark, when his Majeſty did 
think fir to endeavour a diverting this. pernicious undertake 
ing of the faid City, he bafted himfelt co promote and'de- 
fend the ſame, and by his intermedling, enabled rhem to 
gain, by a,noble prelent of many thouſand Rixdollars, a 
certain eminent Miniſter of the King ſo ro order mateers, that 
on * 
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on his Majeſties part the bufineſs' wp. not be furrheridis” 


quired into, bur ler alone after thar the cheat hapned to be 
by Gods Providence clearly Jiſcovered.' W\ hether this be 
not treacherous dealing in a ſubject, ſervant, and retainer, 
I leave the honeſt part of the world to judge. Nevertheleſs, 
thus things wene by Gods permiſſion until the moneh'of 
May of the year laſt paſt, when the Land-dyer, which was 
then kept in Holfein, did pur on the taking of that quick and 
extream courſe, which is now ſeen before our eyes. For ar 
the ſaid Dyer, his Majeſty cauſed a Propoſal 'to be made; 
together with adefire, thar ſeting, by reaſon of the trouble. 
ſome times, he was forced to increaſe his Army, the Land= 
States would concur to afſiſt and ſupply him with a larger 
Subſidy than was wont to be done heretofore, Concern+ 
ing the Princely houſe of Gottorp, his Majeſty was pleaſed 
to leave it to the States, how much they would'grant-co rhe. 
ſame, although in regard of the few Forces they had to 
maintain, they could nor in reaſon pretend to very much. 
Fhis was the Stumbling-block, on which: all that was res 
maining of- outward Friend(hip was fully daſht to pieces, 
With great admiration one mighe have heard, how the 
Prince of Gottorps Commiſſioners, and eſpecially the Prefi. 
dents ſecond Son, found themſelves offended; There was - 
no end of proteſting and contracting, They ſaid, It was in- 
joined chem in their inſtrugions(the original of which they. 
alſo ſhewed,) co declareand reſtify by! heart and mouth, that 
fince irc was manifeſtly evident, his Majeſty meant to do. 
nothing elſe bur to wrong the Princely Houſe of-Gottorp out 
of their equal ſhare and right, their Lord: was not/able to en« 
dure ſuch Enchroachments any longer ; -nor would he expect 
Rules or Orders from Copexhagen, bur find affiſtance elſe-. 
where, in caſe they were provoaked too much, &e, /' Thoſe 
of the Kings ſide replyed with all meekneſs, adviſing chem. 
ro abſtain from ſuch diſcourſes, ſeeing that Gm =

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Rates, he auſwered boldly: Hel, come what will, let my Soul 
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duced idom any good; and no King would ſuffer himſeif co 


be braved. Therefore, thar they ought-rather to conſider, 
if his -Majeſty ſhould be angry in earneſt, how ſoon they 
would be foiled. They anſwered again, that they muſt try 
the event, not doubting but what they mighe loſe in che be- 


ginning, they ſhould gerdouble again in the end : And that if

totore there had been made a Rot{b:ldiſb Peace, the like 
(no queſtion) might be had again. | And fo before the 
Kings Commiſſioners were aware of it, the Prince of Get- 
torps- party diſſolved the Dyet by ſound of Trumpet, intima- 
ting t0 the States, chat every one might be gone homewards 
rill furcher order. The great ſpight which was done to his 
Majeſty by this one-fided diflolution .of the Dyer; as alſo 
the open threatnings of thoſe people that were wont to ſeek 
their Reveuge to the :urmoſt of .cheir power, did not a liutle 
rejudice the Kings reputation, But-much more was to be 
eared their dangerous conjunction with our Neighbours. 
_ The Swedes whom His Majeſty, by reaſon of their Ally- 
ances, could deem no better than His Enemies, did ſwarme 
about the Elbe, and that ſo near, that in 2 or 3 dayes they 
might ſtand with their Army in Holſte;y, From all places 
came Admonitions to beware of the concealed Enemies a- 
mong our ſelves : That the Preſident was one of the worſt, 
who had uſually ſaid openly, that Wars muſt needs come, 
before times could mend.: That for this realon he did-endea- 
vour with all-his powergthat his Majeſty ſhould not be affiſted 
by the States,thar ſo the Land might remain undefended; and 
the Swedes, when they.came, might withour any reliſtance, 
do what they liſted. | 


' 4+, Bis bitterneſs, was fo great, that-;to: ſome, that. would 


have diſpoled-himito;peaceable Councells, repreſenting, that

over, certain news came, that'inſtruction was given to the 
Sweaes, to land ſome thouſands of men, Foot-Souldiers, at 
Eckel:ford , which'at Tonningen and: Gottorp ſhould have 
been taken in and maintained-in Garriſon.” AlſothartheP;e- 
fident did negoſiate with forreign-Crowns in enmity with 
his Majeſty, to obtain aſſiſtance for his Lord, ro raiſe an Ar» 
my, to be employed in Holftein inche S wediſh ſervice againſt 
Denmark. Therefore by theſedoings the Preſident's old evil 
deſign;to theeffeRing of which, he had hicherco only wanted 
meanes, made it plainly appear, it had been but juſt with his 
Majeſty preſently to proceed to ſhew himſelf in earneſt, and 
to do what was fit and neceſlary ; eſpecially,when he intend- 
ed, for-che good of his Allyes, and the defence of his own 
Countries, finding no longer peace with his Neighbours to 
march wich his Army into foraign parts; in which caſe it was 
not ſafe for him to leave an unguarded back, and open bitret 
Enemies to take advantage behind him in the midſt of his 
Countries. Bur yethis Majeſty did again prefer gentleneſs 
before rigour, and moved his highneſs of Gotrorp/roa friendly 
conference, which - was by way of preliminaries' begun 'ar 
Flensburg, and afterwards in Junr, continued-at Reniburg, 
whither his Highneſs repaired in Perſon, together with his 
Prefident and his-three Sons; and other Counſellors more; 
and were received with all due reſpe& and kindneſs, His 
Majeſty cauſed to be propounded , whatſoever could be 
thought to be expedient for. the clearing of all differences;

ſo faint yer, as ſome imagine, And that before men were 
aware, the EleQor of Bajern, andthe Prince of Hanxover, 
would take to the Sweadiſb party, and that Fraxce would ſend 
' over the Rhein a flying Body to afliit the Swedes in the Bye. 
iſh Territories, ſo that then things would go another way, 
and Denmark would not be ſo high. That they hoped yer

years together had been paid into. his Rent-Chamber, and 
as a Reparation of the great damages accrewed thereby to 


his Majeſty, the Province Swebftede, the half of the Chapters 


revenues, and the Cathedral Church ar S:ſig, which he 
had gotten to himſelf by the Sweadeſb War ; and withal re- 
nounced the Soveraignty obtained in the Northern pacifica- 
tion, by the violence of the Swedes, obliging himſelf to hold 
and receive from henceforth the Dukedom Sleſwig, and Ifle 
of IFemerv, as a Feof from the Kings of Denmark, a's here- 
tofore it was uſual, Which Articles of Agreemenc were. 
not only willingly ratified by his Highneſs, bur alſo moſt of 
them were Execuced immediately, to the greateſt joy of 
the Land, ſince God had conducted the dreadful Varian- 
cer to a fair Accommodation, Towards the Preſident and 
his Party his Majeſty ſuffered alſo all his former diſpleaſure 
to vaniſh away, -and was molt graciouſly pleaſed to take for 
. fatisfaction a \\ riting, wherein he obliged himſelf, with 
his Sons, ſince the former differences, which were now com- 
pounded, had given cauſe that ſome ſuſpitions were fallen 
upon him, that from henceforth to ſhew his innocence, he 
would undertake, deſign, or occaſion nothing againſt his 


Majeſty, or his Eſtate and Intereſt, in Word or Deed, by ' 


Writing, or otherwiſe, nor make any Journy without Per- 
miffion, either to Hamburg, or to any other place, where it 
might raiſe any ſuſpicion, and briefly endeavour to the ut- 
moſt of his power, that his Majeſty may find a gracious ſa- 
risfa&tion in his behaviour, promiſing all this under Oath, 
and the penalty of loſing his Honour, Goods and Eſtate, 
which in caſe of contravention, ſhould rpſo faFo, whereſo- 
ever they might be met with, be forfeired.co the Royal 
Exchequer, and his perſon expoſed to the Kings diſpleaſure 
and arbitrary puniſhment. All things being thus ordered, 
his Majeſty did hope, that by his mildneſs and clemency, 
he had obliged his Adverſaries to friendſhip and faithful ſer- 
VICES, 
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vices, efpecially when nothing was taken away from the 
Princely houſe of Gottorp that might belong to them law- 
fully, and out of all theſe Tranſactions nothing did accrew 
to his Majeſty by this agreement, but what was his own 
by ſight, and was formerly extorted from him by force 
and violence, Hereupon, all ſeemed to be well in 
the beginning, ſeeing the Preſidenc, ſoon after he was 
return'd home, did-ſend a noble Preſent to the Kings Chan- 
cellor then in Officez (hewing thereby, how well he was 
pleaſed with che. Agreement made, and what great 
cauſe he had to be thankful for it : Bur chis good humour 
did not laſt long, but he ſoon reverted co his former Pranks, 
ſeeing his Majeity, inſtead of thanks which he deſerved, for 
a uſed ſuch a gentle way of long ſuffering and goodneſs, 
when he had right, power, and opportunity, to procure ſatis- 
faction to himielf without delay by his Arms in hand ; yea, 
inſtead of the infinite obligation, which the Preſident and 
his Sons did owe him, for taking them into fayour again for 
a ſmall peice of paper, when he might have had them tried 
as rebellious Subjets, and unfaichful Tenants, and have had 
their Stature made a Span ſhorter, did with great diſcon- 
reatment receive only more provocations, new hatred, and 
worſe threatnings than before : For, they alledged that they 
were forced vi & metu to the agreement; that the Duke and 
his Counſellors were kept in cuſtody, and were compelled 
to give conſent to what was preſcribed them. That matters 
could nor poſſibly reſt in theſe terms, and the evening of all 
days was not yet ſeen, but that affairs mighr, with the help 
of God, yet turn to another point, That for the preſent 
there was need of yielding, until the Tempeſt was over, but 
better times were to come yet, That the Sxeges and cheir 
friendſhip having been the occaſion of falling, hopes mult 
be had, that with them and their affiſtance one might riſe 
again.: . That the.courage of the Sweges, which gy

cion, At' the beginning of this Treaty things had a good 
face, and the Prelident made uſe of a notable Engine, in 
promiſing to an eminent Miniſter of the Kings the 6 em 
Steinbor(t, cum omni jure, in hopes by this corruption to 
recover another advancage from the RoyalParty, Bur when 
his Majeſty would not admit of this, and deſired, that both 
parties might deal uprightly, there was no more to be done 
mit. The Preſident and his Sons did ſtand upon their high 
Soverain Principles, boaſted of cheir own, and allyed friends 
ſtrength; not obſcurely ſignifying, that they had rather ler 
things come to an extremity, and all ro be filled with fire and 
Sword, rather than they would comply with this, which 
was.in truth but reaſon and equity, Wherefore, by reaſon 
of the Swediſh War drawing near the Frontiers of Holſte;s, 
it was not ſafe for his Majeſty to loſe any more time, or to 
abide in ſuch danger, which. doubtleſs would have occaſio- 
ned great miſchief, if he ſhould have left the Country naked 
to theſe contentious people, for the _— on of their il! 
deſigns, and the executing of their wrathful and Land-de- 
ſtroying intentions. Ir was allo impoſſible for his Majeſty, 
ro ſtay always with his Army at home, and to obſerve thoſe 
Domeſtick motions, ſeeing that his Intereſt and Alliance ob- 
liged him to March abroad. For which, and other reafons 
more, he was conſtrained to take that unavoidable reſolution, 
por to ſuffer the Treaty to be diſſolved, nor the Parties to 
withdraw before any thing was concluded, bur to derain the 
contrary party ſo long from having leave to deparr, and to 
ſtop his ſuſpeRed ſending to and fro of Servants and Let- 
ters, until God ſhould. pleaſe ro diſpoſe the Freaty to a 
more hopeful condition, The Iflue of theſe things was, that 
by frequent Conferences, the bufinefs was ſoon brought to 
a good end; and his Highneſsdelivered his Strong-holds to 
his Majeſty as a real ſecurity ; and concerning the contri- 
butions of the Land, was pleaſed to admit of forme mode- 
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ration, Whereupon his Highneſs entred upon his depar- 
cure for Gottorp, but his Majeſty cauſedchar to the Prefi- 
dent and his Sons, and the other Counſellors of the Duke, 
who preſumed behind ir ſhould be declared, how accepta- 
ble ir was to him to live in amity with che Lord Duke, to- 
wards which a good beginning had now indeed made ; bur 
by reaſon of the Dukes ſuddain departure, many things 
were left behind undiſparch'd, for which many years paſt 
had cauſed great jealoufie berween them. Thar it was not 
hard indeed for his Majeſty to make uſe of the.preſenr op- 
portunity, and to proceed by force, but he defired nor to do 
{o, but to uſe mildneſsin all things, that fo he might ſhew 
to all the world, how dear it is to him to live in peace and 


' quierneſs, and how loath he is to be burthenfome to his 


Couzen, His Majeſty took order alſo it might be ſpecified, 
in what particulars he deſired yet farisfationz which the 
Preſident, and thoſe of his Party, did acknowledge with 
great thankfulneſs,and thereupon proceeded to further Trea- 
nies, which ar length, upon the free and well adviſed reſolu- 
tion of both Parties, came to a final concluſion the'1 oth of 


July, by vertue of which, all differences between his Majeſty 


and his Highneſs of Gottorp are taken away, and inſtead of 
them, a firm and fincere friendfhip eftabliſhed ; and amongft 
other things it is concluded, that as often the occafions of 
the Dukedoms, Sleſwig and Hotſtein ſhall require it, They 
both ſhall be as one man, and not employ che contributions. 
of the Land toany other uſe than to the defence of the ſame; 
and for the reſt, live and a& again according to the Rules of 
the ancient Unions. His Highneſs in the mean while re- 
ceived into his Strong-holds, as Gottorp, Tonningen, and 
Holmer-$tonce, Kings Gartifons, renounced all Forreign 
Leagues, promifing not to enter into any other hereafter, 


t0 the prejudice of his Majeſty, he reſtored alſo to his Maje- 


ſty in recompence of the Contributions, which for fo many

ſaid traducing Libels, bur rather approved. of the (ame, als. 
leadging reaſons that induced the Author to Pen ſuch Nar- 


ratives, and inſtead of the fatisfaRion lookt for by his Ma- 
jeſty, made a heavy and grievous complaint of che inſtant 
eavy burthens of the War, nor conſidering that the pre- 
ſent condition of the War giveth his Majeſty no leave to 
remedy it; and nothing is done to the Dakes Countries, 
but what is agreeable to the Imperial Summons, and to the 
neceſſity of the preſent War of the Empire, or to the agree- 
ment made at Rensburg, and is charged as much, and far 
more, upon the Kings own Subjects, | 
After the Rehearlal of all theſe circumſtances and tranſ- 
ations, I hope, Sir, that you are now ſufficiently informed 
of the Reaſons that moved his Majeſty to this Reſolution, 


For he ſaw, that with goodneſs nothing more was to be ob- 


tained, All agreements and Hand-writings made upon for- 
feir of Honour, Goods, and Poſlefſions, fignifyed as much 
as nothing. If he made his complaints to Holſtein Gottorp, 
and deſired a remedy againſt ſuch itntollerable offences ; He 
received ſuch Letters and new Complaints for an Anſwer, fo 
that his Majeſty perceived plainly, that on Holſtein Gottorp's 
fide it was openly endeavoured to raiſe a Party to retract the 
late made agreement, and to raiſe new troubles in the Coun- 
try. He knew that all this proceeded from the Preſiden 
and his Sons, who being full of an everlaſting hatred and 
inveteracy againſt Denmark, had forgotten their own Hand- 
writing, and would never reſt, till for their Revenges ſake, 
they had brought the whole Country into Ruin, In the 
mean while there goeth a rumour of very dangerous deſigns 
of theirs, which perhaps may be diſcovered more plainly 
hereafter, ſince they are as yer kept very ſecret : Burt this is 
certainly known, that the Preſident hath moſt dangerouſly 
perſwaded his _ of Gottorp, that he was for his own 
Perſon yor ſafe for his Majeſty wn his Riſidence at _y

that he was for his own EN for his Majeſty in his 
Relidence at Gottorp, or any where elſe in the Counery, bur 
muſt daily expect a ſurprize, or other affronts ; wherefore 
he advifed himearneſtly to retire to ſome other place more 
(ecure, which hath railed-yer more enmity and eagerneſs a- 
gainſt his Majeſty, and diſpoſed him to needleſs unſeaſon- 
able flights and fearful retirements, co his own great trouble 
and vexation.. And notwithſtanding the better adviſes of 
other Miniſters, the Preſident hath been ſtill the Head, and 
nothing could be done but what he reſolved on, and whar 
came by him, or was conformable to his will. If any one 
durſt oppoſe him, he was removed preſently, as it hapned 
lately ro many Counſellors of the Duxe that were degraded, 
becauſe they would- not always give their aſſent to his plea- 
ſure, What could his Majeſty, when he ſaw theſe extre- 
mities, reſolve upon leſs, than to remove the Authors of 
theſe miſchiefs, that-from-thenceforth more wholeſome ad- 
viſes.might rake place, Yet it is Believed, that ſuch reſo- 
lutions would not yet have been pur ſo ſoon into Execution, 
had not his Majeſty certainly known, that the Preſident did 
prepare himſelf for a flight, For, he began to fain him- 
{elf co be indiſpoſed in health,and that he had Counſel given 
him from his Phyſicians, that he muſt needs for his recovery 
£0 tothe warm Baths, hoping by this pretended neceſſity 
co obtaia free leave to depart z or if that did fail, to have an 
excuſe of his flight, thinking, that if he was bur once our 
of the Land, he ſhould afterwards find a thouſand excules, 
not to return very ſoon again; all which may be eaſily pro- 
ved againſt him, Let it be conſidered then, how much miſ. 
chief he would have done, if this deviſe had ſucceeded. For, 
it is very well known, with whart diligence he hath laboured 
to make himſelf a Party in all parts, inſomuch that by Foreign 
Princes he hath ſought. for the Title of a Privy Counſellor, 


for nothing elſe, bur that he hoped, by ſuch a Character, to 
E promote 
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procrioce his Plocti inſt his Majeſty, and ro ſecure hims 
teif from all Impi ns. It isnoc manydays finceI heard 
his Majeſty ſpeak hereof very paflionarely to a Foreign Mi- 
niſter. 7 take (33d 40 witarfs, aid he, that among all the things 
which { have communaied toxcerning the Preſident and his Soms, 
the late r+ſolutiax was extorted from mes, aud this { have mo 4» 
ther intention, than to remove thoſe Toſlramrats of malice, that 
raſe nothing bat diſcord between me and my Couzen, and Brother 
of Gattorp, and who wonld bring CIS ay 9 extream danger, 
and that fo I might hereafter live with the Duke in Love, Cha- 
rity, ana ppod wander ftanding, #6 8 is comoenient ; and that my 
Stſters Children, together with the whole Country, may not be 
ater ruined, and that withal 1 may preſerve my own Rights, 
 Cermainly the magnanimicy of rs genius King is highly ro 
becommended ; but what may. follow er, is to be ex- 
peed. For, in caſe his Majeſty ſhall be ſevere, it will fall 

fo hard with the Prefidenc, and one or other of his Sons, t 
+ being his Majeſties Subjects, and bound to him by Oath 
and Allegiance as his Tenants, and fo have forfeired their 
Life, Hongur, Goods and Eſtate, by tranſgrefſing the tenor 
of their Blank, and*for the horrible Treſpaſſes commirted 
#painſt his Majeſty, may well look for another manner of 
Trearmem than they have hitherto received, feeing his Ma-« 
jeſty hath thus far been ſo gracious co them, that not only 
in the way: when they were brouphe hither, they were 
reared civilly , bat were allo lodged: in good Honſes and 
Rooms, where they have been lo accommodated, thar in 
reaſon they ought to think themſelves better entercained 
than they deferve. Bur God knows how long this may con- 
time, "For if his Majeity ook put chem apon their Tryal, 
and commir them to the Fiſcal, ic may poſſibly go very hard 
with them, ſeeing their Tranſgreffions are too great : Nor 
to fpeak of many other chings, which his Majeſty hath par- 
ticular cauſe to be kenfible of, For it was the any 
J y 
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whoſe direQions "that foul Libel abone the Stare and 
Government of Denmark, which was writcen in Lacin by 
the Deceaſed Colonel A. T. and was Printed ar the Dukes 
charges at Sleſwig,wherein che lare King and his Government 
is landerouſly and vilely traduced, It was the Preſiden, 
that ſome years ago brought it to paſs, that his Highneſs of 
Gottorp had his Majeſties good great Coins cried down 
foightfully againſt bis will and confenr, and with higheſt 
treſpaſs againſt his Royal Authority, had his own particular 
Parents ſer up in the Kings Towns and Countries within the 
Dukedoms, and had chem read from the Pulpits, It was the 
Preſident, that fome years ago did drive out one of the Kings 
Subjecs, 2 Farmer, who dwelt upon the borders of one of 
the Prelidenes Mannors in the Dukedom of $ {rſnrg, without 
-his Majeſties knowledge and conſent , and broke down the 
houſe, and incloſed the ground, and allowed unto che Far- 
mer ſome Lands in another place; and after this manner 
did unanfwerably alter the bounds of che Royal Territory ; 
which no private Gentleman would ſuffer to be done to his 


- SubjeRs, except he had firſt given his conſent roic. The 


whole world hearing of all theſe circumſtances, will have 
cauſe to commend nor only this juſt reſolution of his Majeſty, 
but alſo the gentle manner of execucing the ſame hitherto ; 
arid yet admire how his Majeſty could have ſo great patience 
for ſo long a time. His Highneſs of Gottorp hach cauſe ro 
congraculate himſelf; for a great happineſs is come to his 
Princely houſe, ſince thoſe that have held his eyes hitherto, 
and created him ſo many troubles, are put aſide, fo chat his 
Highneſs is now free to confider his. own good, and elpe- 
cially ro endeavour to live in aconſtant good underſtanding 
with his Majeſty. Now it would be time for him to ſay, 
reade rationems, and to ſqueeze out the many fpunges fill'd 
with Gold, and coemploy that immenſe: mats of Treafure, 


which by all manner of Iniquity bath been excorted our of 
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the very heart and blood of the poor Subje<ts, to the relief 
of his afflicted State, and-the common' good, - God hath 
raiſed a Worthy to prepare the way to it, and will not (it's 
probable) deny his further aſſiſtance, The benefit of ic 
would abundantly be perceived, not only at the preſenr, 
buc alſo by our Poſterity. His Majeſty hath lately ſent an 
Envoy to his highneſs of Gottorp, who is to repreſent unco 
him all/that hack been mentioned here, and to aſſure him in 
the Name of his Majeſty, that he intendeth nothing but the 
greateſt kindneſs to his highneſs, and meanerh not to pre- 
judice him in the leaſt, deſiring that he would nor take ill 
the Arteſting of the Kielmans, ſeeing his Majeſty. was-una- 
voidal»ly forced to-it for the forementioned reaſons, and chac 
his Highneſſes own proſperity might be promored by ir, and 
his Majeſty waſhech heartily, that his Highneſs may give 
credit to fo good an aſſurance. If this come to pals, the 
Princely kouſe of Gottorp will be ſafe, and may riſe conſide- 
rably in a ſhort time; for, nothing can contribute more to 
its welfare, than a friendihip with Dezmark, to which his 
Majeſty in truth ſhewerh himſelf very paſſionately affe&ed, 
I can eaſily preſume, Sir, you will reply and-fay, thar all 
this may be heared, and that poſſibly the Lord Duke- of 
Holſfte:n Gottory's. good wall is not. to be doubted. neither, 
bur he is not dealt withal in other things ſo, that he may be 
diſpoſed to friendſhip. Thar his Countries are hardly uſed 
with Contributions, Quazcerings, and Marches, Moreover 
his ſtately ſtrong hold Tonnngen, which did coft his Lord and 
Father many Tuns of Gold, was razed, as well as the 
S tapelhalm Sconce, as.if it had been in an Enemies Coun- 
try, all which could not poſſibly bread any good blood, As 
to this, I ſay, it was to be wiſhed, that as his Majeſty was 
forced to the War againſt his will, ſo he- could have been 
content that all the Lands of Gottorp might have been ſpared : 
Aud could he have holpen it, T believe verily, they would 

| nor 
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not have been moleſted in theleaſt, - Let it be conſidered, 
what the Kings own Countries have been forced to bear hi-, 
therto, and what hath happened to other States of the Em- 
pire, that have ſuffered far more, ſo that the Holſters Got- 
zorp Countries cannot at all compare with them, ſeeing they! 
have been treated as hitherto ſo, that the Inhabiranes can a- 
bide in their own, and follow their trade in peace andquier- 
neſs. Moreover, there have been left ſeveral Provinces free 

for his Highneſs: of Gottorp, of whom nothing is demanded, 
We ought to conſider the good-end.of the War. If that he 
obtained , Which is aimed atby all che Confederates, then the 
Subjects of Gottorp will enjoy the fruits of their ſufferings 
abundantly, and hereafter in time of Peace be more happy 
chan ever they were. If they ſuffer in the mean while, they 

may impute it to the evil Condu of the Preſident, and.to 
his Friends the Swedes, that have urged their Neighbours to 
this War. IF it had not been, that from Gottorpy affection 
for Sweden, ſo much danger had: been threatned, the W ar. 
might have been carried on quite otherwiſe, and the Coun-+ 
try much more eaſed.  Butin this preſent State of affairs, 
the Enemy within our own Bowels, was to be minded more 

chan he that was without, and conſequently ſo great prepara+ 

tions were neceſlary, eſpecially in the beginning, . Nay,if we 

will examin the buſes: —— his Highneſs and his 

Subjects have more: cauſe to thank his Majeſty, than to 

complain of him, For certainly, unleſs his Majeſty had in- 

cervened, and took care of the Duke of Holſte;ns Countries, 

they would have faln into the hands of the Confederates, 

and been ſpoiled by formal quarterings, and-other-exa{ti- 

ons, after the ſame manner, as to our grief we ſ{ee.moſtplaces 

of the Empire are, whilſt the Dukedoms of S!-ſwig and Hol- 

ſtein are as yet preſerved from ſuch ruin, and may. get off 

with a tolerable expence of mony. |

eapelholmrSconce, it was done not only our of the beſt intent in 
che world, bur alſo out of unavoidable neceſfity, Ir is known 
what grear jealoufies theſe rwo places have always created 
berween Denmark and m—_ ottorp, although they could 
ferve the Duke of Getty tor nothing elſe chan a great bur- 
then, and happily for a retirement in time of War, which
